OCATIONS of United States 
air and naval bases in Ber- 
muda, the Bahamas, Jamai- 
ca, Antigua, St. Lucia and Brit- 
ish Guiana were disclosed today 
by the Ministry of Information.

courts have jurisdiction to grant 
injunctions in cases growing out of 
labor disputes, merely because al- 
leged violations of the Sherman 
Act are involved, would run counter 
to the plain mandate of the act and 
would reverse the declared pur- 
pose of Congress. 

“The Circuit Court of Appeals 
was in error; its judgment is re- 
versed and the judgment of the 
District Court dismissing the bill 
for injunction is affirmed.” 

The Circuit Court had ruled that 
the facts of the union constituted 
an unlawful secondary boycott de- 
signed to “destroy the business” of 
dairy. A secondary boycott is not 
directly against the producer of a 
product, but against those who sell 
the product to the public. 

No dissent from Justice Black’s 
epinion was announced. 

Other Court Actions. 

Also, the court declinedto review 
@ decision holding that the Labor 
Board may certify as a collective 
bargainaing agency a labor organ- 
ization which received a majority 
of the votes cast in an election, 
even though less than a majority 
of those eligible to vote had par- 
ticipated. 

This order, upheld by the Sev- 
enth Federal Circuit Court, involved 
specifically the New York Hand- 
kerchief Manufacturing Co., of 
Chicago. 

In another unanimous opinion, 
the court ruled that a company 
which exported products on which 
it had paid processing and floor 
atock taxes under the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act was not. entitled 
to recover from the Government 
in a court of claims suit. 

Justice Murphy delivered the de- 
cision, applying to Wilson & Co., 
Inc., Chicago meat packers. 

Wilson & Co. sought recovery of 
$219,000 for itself and two subsidia- 
ries. Recovery was denied by the 
Court of Claims, however, on the 
ground that the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue had ruled against 
the company and his determination 
was final] under the law. 

Company’s Contention. 

Counsel for the company said 
Congress had provided that prod- 
ucts exported should be relieved of 
the processing taxes in order that 
they might compete with untaxed 
foreign goods.

The battle for Koritza began 
Thursday night as Greek regulars 
launched their biggest offensive. 
The struggle for the last heights 
intensified steadily in the face of 
increased Italian resistance, made 
possible by reinforcements rushed 
up by the Italian commander-in- 
chief, Gen. Ubaldo Soddu, from El- 
bassan, 

Since Saturday the combat has 
continued at a desperate tempo 
with Italian planes doing their ut- 
most to halt the determined Greeks. 

The sudden utilization of strong 
Italian aviation units marks a new 
tactic on the part of the reorgan- 
ized Fascist command in Albania. 
By bombing and machine-gunning 
advanced positions, the Greeks have 
been put under severe tests, but 
apparently without breaking their 
offensive. 

Artillery Cuts Supply Road. 

On the central front, Greek troops 
are said to be driving toward Os- 
tanitza and advancing on Lescovik. 
The main supply road, which runs 
northward from Lescovik to Ko- 
ritza, has been cut in two places by 
artillery fire and is believed to be 
cut by Greek infantry at Messoge- 
fira. This leaves the Italians in the 
north with only one avenue of re- 
treat from Koritza left open. 

The Greek central offensive now 
skirts Albanian territory, or pene 
trates it slightly at several points. 
If it can be maintained, it may 
threaten to catch one or more Ital- 
ian divisions in a pocket behind the 
Kalamas River, in the extreme 
southern sector. This restricted 
area now constitutes the only foot- 
hold which the Italians still have on 
Greek soil. With their northeast- 
ern flank exposed, a further with- 
drawal of Fascist troops from the 
Kalamas spearhead always remains 
possible,

HITLER ANNOUNCES

HOUSING PROGRAM 


Homes to Have 3 Bedrooms 
Which Fuehrer Wants 
Filled. 


BERLIN, Nov. 18 (AP).—In a 


decree made public today, Adolf 
Hitler made known a gigantic Nazi 
home-buildirg program for the post- 
war years. The preamble to the 
Tate signed by the German 
uehrer, reads: 

“The successful outcome of this 
war will present a task to the 
German Reich which can be ful- 
filled only by an increase in the 
population. It is necessary that 
holes which are made by the war 
in the body of the nation be closed 
by an increase in the birth rate. 

“The building of new Gérman 
homes is a pre-condition for healthy 
families with many children. The 
Fuehrer will appoint a commissar 
who will begin immediately to 
make plans for the erection of 
300,000 homes in the first post-war 
year.” 

The homes must be built so that 


the social group for which they 
are intended will be able to pay 


without financial strain, the decree 
said, adding that 80 per cent of the 
houses built must have a large 
liveablé kitchen, three sleeping 
rooms, a shower bath and balcony.

At the opening of the Pendergast- 
O’Malley-McCormack conspiracy 
trial, in United States, District 
Court here today, District Judge 
A. Lee Wyman of Sioux Falls, S. 
D., declined to recognize an agree- 
ment between United States At- 
torney Maurice M. Milligan and 
counsel for Thomas J. Pendergast 
and R. Emmett O’Malley, promis- 
ing them freedom from _ further 
prosecution. 

The promise of immunity was 
made in consideration of the pleas 
of guilty made by Pendergast and 
O’Malley to charges of income tax 
evasion, on which both were sen- 
tenced last year by Judge Merrill 
E. Otis to prison terms which they 
have since served. The tax evasion 
case, and the present charge of 
conspiracy to obstruct justice, grew 
out of bribery transactions involv- 
ing $460,000 in the notorious $8,- 
000,000 fire insurance rate compro- 
mise of 1935. 

' The request for immunity for 
Pendergast and O’Malley was pre- 
sented to the court by W. W. Baron, 
Assistant Attorney General, chief 
of the appellate section, criminal 
division, of the Attorney General’s 
office. Richard Phelps, acting 
prosecutor here in Milligan’s ab- 
sence, also asked the court to re- 
spect the agreement. 

“No Right to Bind Court.” 

Judge Wyman ruled, however, 
that Milligan “had no right to bind 
the court or his office,” by such 
an agreement. The matter was pre- 
sented to the court in the course 
of defense arguments: prior to se- 
lection of a jury. 

Selection of the jury began after 
luncheon recess when Judge Wy- 
man overruled a motion to quash 
the panel of 50 on the ground it 
was drawn outside of Jackson 
County.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18 (AP).—Examination of moving pictures of 
last Saturday's Dartmouth-Cornell football game today showed Cornell 
had five downs in scoring its touchdown, and Cornell athletic authori- 
ties promptly wired Dartmouth they were conceding victory to the 
Indians by 30. The scoreboard showed Cornell 7, Dartmouth 3 at the 


game’s end. 

Referee W. H. Friesell Jr., one 
of the game's most competent offi- 
cials, in his report to Asa Bushnell, 
commissioner of the Eastern In- 
tercollegiate Football Association, 
declared: 

“On the basis of numerous charts 
kept by the press and motion pic- 
tures taken: by both of the com- 
peting colleges, I am now convinced 


beyond a shadow of doubt that I 
was in error in allowing Cornell 
possession of the ball for the play 
on which they scored.” ‘ 

. Brom Ithaca, N. Y.., Jambs Lynah, 
Cornell’s athletic director, and Cor- 
nell Coach Carl. Snavely sent wires 
to William H. McCarter, athletic 
director, and Earl Blaik, coach of 
Dartmouth. 

Lynah’s wire read: 

“In view of the conclusion reached 
by the officials that the Cornell 
touchdown was scored on a fifth 
down, Cornell relinquishes claim to 
the victory and extends congratu- 
lations to Dartmouth.” 

Snavely wired: 

“T accept the final conclusions 
of the officials and without reserva- 
tion concede the victory to Dart- 
mouth with hearty congratulations 
to you and a gallant Dartmouth 
team.” * 

Cornell’s Streak Broken. 

Cornell's action in conceding vic- 
tory to Dartmouth broke the Big 
Red’s streak, which had extended 
to 18 games without a loss. The 
only blot on the fine record was a 
scoreless tie by Pennsylvania in 
the final game last season. 

A late Cornell drive against Dart- 
mouth carried the ball to a first 
down on the six-yard line, and three 
line plays made five yards, At that 
point the Ithacans were penalized 
back to the six-yard line for too 
many times out, and from there 
they tried a pass which was 
knocked down, 

“At this point,” said Friesell’s re- 
port, “Dartmouth was entitled to 
the ball on their 20-yard lire, ifrst 
down, with about six seconds of 
play remaining.

EVENTY THOUSAND people normally live in this thriving Pelo-. 

ponnesian port but only about 5000 remain here today. Patras has 

probably never been so quiet, or its pulse of life so muffled, or its 
streets so empty, in several centuries. 

Finland’s seaport of Viipuri used to be almost the exact size of 
Patras and it was just about as ghostlike and weird when last I visited 
it, but this deserted city is different because the coma caused by the 
Italian bombers should soon pass as the refugee population gradually 


returns. 

Nevertheless, the public squares 
of Patras seem extraordinarily 
large today and the streets uncom- 
monly straight and long. Pedes- 
trians are so scarce that the cats 
prowling hungrily about attract 
your attention nearly as much as 
human beings do. First of all, 
however, your eyes focus on the 
gaping roofs and broken beams of 
wrecked houses and on heaps of 
rubble which indicate bomb hits 
down the side streets. 

The hits are scattered about 
without rhyme or reason, but none 
can be found within half a mile 
of the railroad or within several 
hundred yards of the port installa- 
tions. Since these were the city’s 
only military objectives, the Ital- 
ian aviators do not appear to have 
been efficient at their job. Being 
the first newspaper men to visit 
Patras since the war started, we 
obtained the ‘first authoritative 
story of what happened here. 


Five Italian bombers came fly- 
ing over Patras early on the 
morning. of Oct. 28. Most of the 


city’s population still did not know 
that Greece was being invaded. 
People flocked into the streets. 


They saw. or thought they saw, 
Greek markings on the planes. 
Many of them began to applaud 
what they assumed to be their own 
air force. As they applauded, the 
first bombs came down into the 
heart of the city. The Prefect told 
us that several dozen men, women 
and children died as their mistak- 


en cheers were obliterated by ter 
rific explosions. 

This, once more, was war with- 
out warning. For one hour the 
Fascist bombers circled over Pa- 
tras, dropping their cargoes with 
complete immunity, since there 
was not a single anti-aircraft can- 
non in the entire city. The near- 
est Greek warship was also many 
miles away. Patras was a perfect 
target. 

So the bombs came down on the 
two and three story dwellings, wip- 
ing out families and spreading ter- 
ror and death. Fortunately, the 
bombs were small, mostly 100- 
pounders. But they were big 


enough to make hash out of small 
buildings, virtually all constructed 
of wood or bricks and plaster. 
There was no time for people to 
find shelter and cellars were too 
exposed to be of much use any- 
way. Thousands ran i wildly 
through the streets, screaming and 
helpless. But the houses in which 
they sought safety were nothing 
but death traps wherever a direct 
hit occurred. 

When the first hour of terror 
ended, not a single bomb had fall- 
en in the harbor or struck the 
wharves. According to universal 
testimony, the Italian raiders nev- 
er descended low enough to pick 
out the two or three places which 
could be regarded as military tar- 
gets. An Englishman who lives in 
Patras said:

ships. And what an order he now pro- 
poses! It is one based on the negation 
of all democratic values. And is not this 
failure on the part of the democracies 
one of the ironies of history? Need it 
occur again? 

Some day the present wa will be 
over. It is to be hoped those commit- 
ted to democracy shall win. But that 
spirit of democracy for individuals in- 
volves a political and social morality 
that still deserves profound. considera- 
tion as a way of life for nations. 

Even though “our” side wins in the 
war, what moral courage and vision 
will the victors have to create a really 
. ew: world oider which shall make an 


honest attempt to articuiate the princi- 


ple of democracy with international re- 
lations? 

If a world order of international broth- 
erhood and peace is really to be achieved, 
victors will have to find some form of 
post-war settlement bigger than fe- 
venge. Such a new world order calls 
for justice among the nations in place 
of retaliation. It means the establish- 
ment of such measures of equity as shall 
recognize the right of all nations to a 
reasonable access to the means of their 
industrial development, such as raw ma- 
terials, For industrialization intelligently 
direct relation to the 
standard of living within any nation. 

Imperialistic monopoly can never be 
the basis of a just world order. 

From the American point of view, it 
is infinitely preferable that Britain 
should win the war, but while we are 
ardently hoping for such an outcome, 
may we also pray that honest-to-good- 
ness world brotherhood gets an inning 


instead of further imperialistic grabbing.

A LONG BACKWARD STEP. — 
A pair of Senators who were defeated for renom!- 
nation this year—Burke of Nebraska and King of 
Utah—are insisting the Senate act on the so-called 
Logan-Walter bill before Congress adjourns. Their 
demand increases administration difficulties. 

Congress should stay in session, but not because of 
need for passing the reactionary bill to hamstring 


the administrative agencies which our lawmakers. 
‘have established for handling technical problems of 


government. Inhese critical times, when there is 
no telling what the next few flours will bring, the 
people’s representatives should remain at their posts. 

The Democratic leadership sought to end the pres- 
ent session before the meeting of the national con- 
ventions. Yet since that time one of the most far- 
reaching measures ever presented to Congress— 
peacetime military conscription—has become law. 
There is work for Congress to do, and even if there 
were not, its presence in Washington would be need- 
ed as a forum of public opinion. 

As for the Logan-Walter bill, its adoption would 
be a long backward step. Need for revision of ad- 
ministrative procedure exists in many agencies and 
this is recognized by the fact that a committee of 
the Attorney-General is now studying the rules and 
methods of various commissions and boards with 
such a reform in view. : 

But it should be obvious that improvement does not 
lie in placing administration in a strait-jacket. Uni- 
form procedure for diverse agencies, handling wide- 
ly differing problems, would tie up administration 
in a way that could not be tolerated. The provision 
in the bill to make findings of fact as well as of law 
reviewable in the courts would fly in the face of 
well-established admirstrative procedure, now more 
than a half-century in formulation. 

Charles Evans Hughes, now Chief Justice, fought 
and won this battle in New York State when Gover- 
nor there a generation ago. New York had turned to 
a State commission to regulate its railroads and the 
issue arose whether questions of fact should be re- 
viewable in the courts. In a now famous address, 
Mr. Hughes, in 1907, appealed to the people of New 
York not to bog down their courts with appeals which 
would tie up administration and regulation for the 
benefit of selfish interests. 

The case of Senators Burke and King for this back- 
ward bill rests chiefly on the fact that it has passed 
the House. House passage is a fact, but it is also 
a fact that passage was obtained via the unanimous 
consent calendar, on which the bill was placed while 
administration leaders were napping. Were the bill 
now to pass the Senate, President Roosevelt unques- 
tionably would veto it, as he should. 

When unity is a national need and the energies 
of the entire country are required for achieving an 
impregnable defense, enactment of a device for in- 
discriminate tying up of governmental action is 
altogether unthinkable. 
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Pittsburgh is going to compromise in the Thanks- 
giving controversy by celebrating both days. Pitts- 
burghers ought to get their fill of turkey hash. 
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MUSSOLINI EXPLAINS. 

For Europe’s longest-established saber rattler, the 
present is an awkward time in which to make a 
speech. But Mussolini had been unwontedly silent 
since he took Italy into the war June 10, just in time 
to share in the loot of crumbling France, and a few 
ferocious remarks were long past due. So Il Duce 
addressed the multitude today, but the emphasis 
was necessarily on explanations and threats, rather 
than on boasting about achievements. 

Mussolini had to confess that the British success- 
fully raided the Taranto naval base, but the damage, 
he said, wasn’t as great as they claimed. Further- 
more, Italy isn’t going to be intimidated by the 
Greeks, and is going right ahead with the war on 
them. A million men, says Mussolini, are ready for 
that adversary (Greece has an army of 160,000), and 
“we could call 8,000,000 more.” There were three 
familiar themes: Britain is the European villain, 
the Fuehrer is a great man, and the Italian people 
must be prepared for more severe sacrifices. What 
about the campaign in Egypt? Well, the offensive 
is about to be resumed. 

If Italians can be inflamed to patriotic ardor by 
such a record as that, then the Fascist boiling point 
must be extremely low. 
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William Allen White, chairman of that celebrated 
committee, gets the 1940 award of the National As- 
sociation of Accredited Publicity Directors. And he 
certainly can give the professionals lessons in making 
the headlines. 
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” AT LAST, NON-PARTISAN COURTS. 

Of the seven propositions on the Missouri bal- 
lot at the Nov. 5 election, three deserved defeat, and 
the voters turned them down. Of the four meritori- 
ous proposals, only one was adopted, but it was 
by far the best of the lot: No. 3, providing for 
non-partisan selection of Judges. 

This measure will mean a great deal in raising 
the caliber of the State’s courts. Two years ago, 
for instance, one candidate for the Democratic 
nomination in the Supreme Court race was open- 
ly recognized as Boss Pendergast’s entry. One of 
the hardest fights in Missouri’s political history 
was necessary to defeat this bid for boss represen- 
tation on the court. At other times, party ma- 
chines have easily succeeded in placing their men on 
the bench. With adoption of No. 3, all this becomes 
a thing of the past. 

No partisan group hereafter can nominate its 
favorite for a judgeship. Nominations are entirely 
out of the politicians’ hands; they will be made 
only by commissions composed of Judges, lawyers 
and laymen. The Judges on these commissions 
will hold their positions ez officio; the lawyers 
will be chosen by bar groups; the laymen will be 
appointed by the Governor. These provisions should 
assure high-grade nominating commissions, and the 
selection by them of high-grade candidates for the 
Governor’s consideration in making appointments. 

The voters will still hold the commanding voice. As 
each of these Judges comes to the end of his term, 
he is not eligible for net ran egal but must run 


for election. He does not run against any specific 
opponent, but for public approval of his record in 
office. Since he is not indebted to any politician 
for being named to the bench, it is not necessary 
for a Judge to descend into the’ partisan arena to 
win election. Political ballyhoo, after all, would 
be no substitute for a good record on the bench, which 
is to be the future basis for election of Judges. 
Will this method tend to perpetuate Judges on 
the bench, as some critics of the plan said during 
the campaign? Not if the public is onthe alert to 
retire Judges whose records are disappointing; not 
if civic organizations keep tab on what the courts

souri Institute for Administration of Justice for 
the vigorous campaign that resulted in writing this 
reform into the Constitution. 
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WHERE ARE THE PRICE CONTROLS? 

When Congress began appropriating billions and 
billions for defense only a few months ago, it was 
done with a very definite promise to the American 
people that this time there would be none of the 
hectic extravagances of our World War armaments 
experience. This time, we were told, there would be 
no cost-plus, no great crop of war millionaires, no 
skyrocketing of the cost of living. — 

Thus, Americans cheerfully seconded the voting 
of about 15 billion dollars for planes and ships, 
and guns and arms.” 

Doubts, however, began to arise almost at once. 
First it was because the public was given only the 
vaguest idea of what was to be purchased with these 


vast sums, and when this material was to be placed : 


at the disposition of the Government. . In the matter 
of plane production, for instance, all sorts of con- 
flicting estimates began to come out of Washington. 
Nor can it be said now that the available information 
is much more specific. 

On top of all this, serious questions are now com- 
ing up as to the price that is being paid for these 
things. Here the layman may be a poor judge. He 
can only go by the things that touch his own experi- 
ence. As early as September, Federal Reserve Board 
price-index figures were moving up sharply. The 
figure for lumber was more than eight points high- 
er than in June. The Department of Labor’s weekly 
figures show increases in food, textiles, building ma- 
terials, metal products, hides and leather, etc. The 
layman has heard much talk of price controls. There 
are Defense Commissioners specially charged with 
preventing such a runaway, and with protecting the 
consumers’ interests, But these officials have, so far, 
not been enough. 

The law of supply and demand,\the most useful 
scapegoat ever found by the profiteers, is being in- 
voked with a vengeance. Obviously, national rearma- 
ment creates a new and a great demand. In ordi- 
nary times, there is almost no market here for 16- 
inch guns and for 300-mile-an-hour bombers. 

But it is just as Obvious that the Government must 
not permit itself to be held up for those planes and 
guns that are now coming out of the factories just 
because they are not a glut on the market. It is just 
as obvious that astronomical increases in peacetime 
heavy industries’ products should not be tolerated 
simply because there now is a new defense market. 

Here, if ever there was one, is a matter affecting 
the public interest. The United States needs arms, 
and needs them quickly. All of us admit that and 
are ready to pay the bill. But that bill must be a 
reasonable ohne. “Price controls” must be made some- 
thing more than a convenient phrase. for public 
speakers. They should be perfected and applied 
before the cost side of the defense program gets com- 
pletely out of hand. 
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A DIVIDER FOR THE EXPRESS HIGHWAY? 

Would a traffic divider make the Express Highway 
safer, or would a two-to-four-foot raised strip parting 
the lanes of traffic create new hazards? 

Would a divider “freeze” the highway in such a 
way as to make it unresponsive to the heavy traffic 
of the morning and evening rush hours? 

These are questions which should be tested thor- 
oughly by traffic experts before the Traffic Commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen goes ahead with its 
plan to spend $25,000 on a device to separate the Ex- 
press Highway’s inbound and outbound traffic. It 
would have been better to plan the Express Highway 
in the beginning with broad separated lanes, but it 
does not follow that a divider can be put in now 
without complications. 

Let’s make no mistake. Let’s have adequate tests 
by established experts with a temporary divider at 
various places on the highway. Opinion here, as in 
all other cases, should be based on information.

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THE PROBLEM OF MARTINIQUE. 

For more than five months, since the fall of 
France, Americans have been wondering about Mar- 
tinique. Its status is a threat to peace in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. Several French warships, an air- 
plane carrier and 110 American-made planes were 
stranded there after the collapse at home, and Brit- 
ish vessels blockaded the island. American naval 
craft have been on hand, too, striving both to avert 
a clash and to keep the island from falling into to- 
talitarian hands, but few facts have come out. 

A most illuminating article, by Pat Frank, a spe- 
cial correspondent just returned from Martinique, 
was printed in the Post-Dispatch yesterday. The 
situation, as Mr. Frank found it, has potentialities 
of gravest danger. Admiral Robert, the French 
commander, is aligned with Vichy, and is determined 
not to let the island fall into American hands. It 
is being strongly fortified, the place is full of Nazi 
agents and the Germans are trying to get flyers 
there, to use the 110 planes. 

What of the people themselves? This is a most 
significant part of the dispatch. They are 90 per 
cent anti-Vichy, Mr. Frank reports, but they have 
no way of putting their views into action while the 
military rules. These people want no more of Eu- 
rope; they desire to be American, either as a free 
state or under joint trusteeship. 

Let us hope their wish will be gratified. The Unit- 
ed States has made no effort to oust European na- 
tions from colonies acquired before the Monroe Doc- 
trine was laid down. Now, however, since these 
islands have become vital to hemisphere defense, and 
since their foreign ownership brings Old World 
feuds into our orbit, it is high time for a change. 

By treaty, purchase or trade, the American na- 
tions ought to acquire every one of these strategic 
islands. If Martinique cannot be acquired by diplo- 
matic means, then a demonstration of American 
naval power should discourage resistance by its stub- 
born Vichy-controlled Admiral. Not only for the 
welfare of its 250,000 people, but for the safety of 
this hemisphere, Martinique should become politically 
a part of Pan-America. 
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Tl Duce under-estimated his soldiers when he thought 
the Greek campaign would be over in two weeks. 
Three weeks have already passed and they are still 
holding out against those militant Greeks.

From the Christian Century (Pro-Willkie in the Campaign). 


OR the first time, the people of the 
F United States have elected a President 

to a third term. The factors which have 
induced them to take this unprecedented 
step have been many, but they have taken 
it with an avalanche of ballots which leaves 
no doubt as to the national will. 

Mr. Roosevelt has won an overwhelming 
triumph, a triumph not confined to any sec- 
tion of the country, a triumph which has 
increased the representation of his party in 
Congress and in the control of state gov- 
ernments. The popular vote for Mr. Willkie 
has been much larger than the opposition 
was able to muster four years ago; never- 
theless, Mr. Roosevelt has won by another 
landslide, And in his great majority in the 
electoral college he will find the “vote of 
confidence” which he asked of his fellow- 
countrymen. 

It would be hypocrisy for the Christian 
Century to profess satisfaction with the 
choice which the nation has made. (The 
Christian Century had indorsed Mr. Willkie. 
—Editor’s Note.) Nevertheless, the nation 
has made its choice and all loyal citizens 
will accept it as the verdict of the major- 
ity. Misgivings will be subordinated, at 
least for the present, to good will for the 
President and a general determination to 
give him all possible support, insofar as 
conscience will allow, in the heavy task 
which confronts him.

For President Roosevelt, by seeking a 
third term, has incurred a tremendous re- 
sponsibility. And the nation, by granting 
it, also has a responsibility to provide him 
with all necessary opportunity to prove the 
wisdom and the adequacy of his leadership. 
What are some of the most important re- 
sponsibilities which the President must face 
in his new term? 

First of all, he has a responsibility to pre- 
serve the nation’s peace. The campaign dis- 
closed no more significant trend than the 
overwhelming demand of the American 
people that the country be kept out of war. 
In its closing phases the two candidates 
found themselves vying with each other to 
see which could make his pledges against 
involvement in war more sweeping and at 
the same time more explicit. 

Mr. Roosevelt will return to office know- 
ing that the American people have ac- 
cepted his bond not to permit “our army, 
naval or air forces to fight in foreign lands 
outside of the Americas, except in’ case of 
attack.” And he will know that tHis promise 
in the Democratic platform, to which he set 
his seal on several occasions during the 
campaign, the American people will expect 
him to discharge in the sense of its plain 
meaning. “Attack” cannot be twisted into a 
justification of foreign intervention without 
betraying the faith which his fellow coun- 
trymen have shown in him. 

The President has before him the grave 
responsibility of preserving the nation’s 
strength. At the moment the popular voice 
proclaims that responsibility in terms of 
military rearmament. A mighty conscript 
army is to be built; a two-ocean navy is 
to be launched; our fighting planes are to 
darken the skies. But all these things can 
be done and the nation find itself at the 
end weaker than at the beginning. 

It will be weaker, in spirit and in demo- 
cratic devotion, if at the end of another 
term the New Deal has still found no way 
of coming to grips with the basic problems 
which plague us—want in the midst of 


plenty, mass unemployment, the failure of 
the private profit system to distribute its 
potential production to those in the nation 
who need it most. 

It is no solution for such problems as 
these to herd youth into a conscript army 
and maturity into arms factories. For when 
the war boom gollapses, as collapse it one 
day must, if these problems still remain be- 
yond solution, the nation’s latter state will 
be worse than the present. In his re- 
sponsibility to preserve the nation’s strength, 
the President will face no more critical 
problem during the next four years than 
this: how to escape the prostration which 
wiil ultimately follow the shift of the na- 
tion’s productive power to an arms economy. 

Finally, the President now has a responsi- 
bility to lead America to a higher destiny as 
an exemplar of democracy and a servant of 
world peace. To do this he must struggle 
unceasingly against sinister and destructive 
forces which will converge upon the White 
House—forces whose strength we have 
feared in contemplation of this third term. 

* * « 

He must understand that the military de- 
fense of his country is not enough; that we 
have reached a moment in history when 
more than this is required of sucha nation 
as the United States. The strength of the 
United States must be used to induce all 
the nations to look beyond the war into a 
future unutterably tragic unless they can 
be rallied to seek a world order in which 
war is not to be the recurrent recourse 
of thwarted national ambitions. And this 
nation must make clear its readiness to lead 
in making those sacrifices of national ad- 
vantage without which an international 
order of lasting peace cannot be gained. 

The campaign which has just passed into 
history has been a disappointment as an 
exercise in the democratic process of choice 
between divergent policies. In the fields in 
which Mr. Roosevelt’s policies. were most 
open to question, Mr. Willkie failed signally 
to offer an alternative choice. In the one 
field in which he chose to give battle— 
in his championship of “free enterprise” as 
a solution for the nation’s internal problems 
—Mr. Willkie failed to convince the nation 
that the program which he had in view was 
much more than an incantation of the 
slogans of the McKinley era. 

The President asked from his fellow- 
countrymen a chance to continue to lead 
them “steadily forward to the open fields, 
to the glowing light that shines ahead.” 
He prophesied with confidence that “we will 
make the clear, sure footing ahead before 
the next term is over.” 

One cannot but respond to the courage, 
the assurance of a national leader who, in 
such an hour and such a world as this, could 
take upon himself the moral responsibilities 
implicit in that prophecy and pledge. God 
grant him wisdom and true faith.

EAN ACKERMAN of the. School of 
Journalism, Columbia University, who 
has been checking for a long time on the 
effect of the Wage and Hour Law on news 
papers, contributes this choice conclusion! 
“If the newspapers of the United States 
concede that any administrator in any gow 
ernmental department has the power to 
the minimum wage which a newspaper cal 
pay any particular group of its emplo 
then he can set any minimum he please 
even to the extent of making it utterly im 
possible for a newspaper to have any e 
ployes at all.” 

This is reducing everything to the absurd, 
including Mr. Ackerman. The Wage and 
Hour Law does not operate without its pro 
tections to those whom it affects. The min 
imum it authorizes outright is certainly low 
enough not to compel a publisher to dit 
miss employes or face bankruptcy. If 8 
newspaper cannot pay 30 cents an hour 
workers, it should not have workers. 

It is true that higher minimums are per 
missible, but these are to be set, if at 
through negotiations between a partic 
industry and the Wage and Hour Adminis 
trator. The industry has quite as much & 
say about this as the administrator. Also, 
any member of the industry has an appeal 
if he wishes it, to the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals.

Jeanette MacDonald, the world- 
famous moving picture soprano, 
gave a song recital in the Munici- 
pal Audigorium last night before 
an audience that was quite as large 
and quite as enthusiastic as might 
have been expected. But though 
this audience must have been com- 
posed largely of her screen admir- 
ers, her program was such as to 
suggest that she expected to be 
judged the standards of the 
concert 1 with no favors asked. 

Certain comparisons between the 
flesh and the shadow are, never- 
theless, inevitable. First of all, 
Miss MacDonald is much prettier 
to the naked eye than in the two- 
dimensional monochrome of the 
screen. Secondly, the unaided voice 
is fresher, warmer and more inter- 
esting, though not as pure as in its 
amplified state. Her voice,.in fact, 
has a consistent loveliness of tex- 
ture, especially in mezzo-voce pass- 
ages when the quality is more 
nearly homogeneous. Moreover, it 
is very easily and freely produced. 
With a fresh, lovely voice and 
an ingratiating platform manner, 
Miss MacDonald is still something 
less than impressive as a concert 
artist, and the reason is not far to 
sek. All her songs sound alike so 
far as emotion and thought are 
concerned. 
Whether it was Hugo Wolf, Gou- 
nod or Debussy, one heard a flow 
of sound with no sensible differen- 
tiation of style or mood. The spe- 
cial qualities of each song simply 
went by default. There was no 
significant use of accent, dynamics 
or vocal color; there was nothing 
to give it design. It was all very 
pretty, but it didn’t mean anything. 
Miss MacDonald sang four song 
groups, two operatic arias and a 
number of encores, and Giuseppe 
Bamboschek, her accompanist, 
played two piano numbers by Liszt.

Once a _ poorly-paid 
drug clerk in Baltimore, Cosden 
found overnight wealth in the oil 
fields of Oklahoma; piled million 
upon million, and climbed to the 
portals of New York’s most exclu- 
sive circles. In 1924 he was host to 
the Prince of Wales, now the Duke 
of Windsor. ; 

It was on that occasion that a 
thief entered the house and stole 
$150,000 worth of Mrs. Cosden’s 
jewels, and escaped with jewels 
belonging to Lady Mountbatten, an- 
other guest, valued variously at 
from $2000 to $20,000. 

This was the peak of both the so- 

cial and financial whirl] of the Cos- 
dens. The pendulum began swing- 
ing back. Cosden & Co., at Tulsa, 
through which he had built a per- 
sonal fortune valued at $50,000,000, 
declined and in 1926 passed out of 
his hands, to become the Mid-Con- 
tinent Petroleum Corporation. 
Villas on Long Island and _ at 
Palm Beach and Newport were sold, 
the Cosden private railroad car 
disposed of, and the family retired 
from the public eye. 
Only last Wednesday some of the 
remains of his fortune were sold 
at auction in New York for $66,- 
500.

As reliably reported, his 
present inclinations are (1) to con- 
tinue to rely on existing facilities, 
namely the four agencies at one an- 
others’ throat; 
centralized super authority with 
independent powers, preferring to 
delegate his own powers to the De- 
fense Commission as required; but 
(3) to delegate his powers rather 
freely, as when he gave the vital 
powerto determine industrial pri- 
orities to a board composed of 
Messrs. William S. Knudsen, Ed- 
ward R. Stettinius and Leon Hen- 
derson. 

Typical Conflict. 

HE incident of the priorities 

board’s appointment is a good 

illustration of the kind of prob- 
lem arising from the present setup. 
While the Defense Commission has 
authority to negotiate the most im- 
portant defense contracts, supervi- 
sion of production, once contracts 
are signed, is intrusted chiefly to 
War and Navy department procure- 
ment officers. Certain of these 
men, who have little industrial ex- 
perience, seem to share the feeling 
of many other officers and Govern- 
ment officials that the Defense 
Commission is an interloper. 

Some time ago they persuaded 
Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson 
and Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox that rigid defense priorities 
ought to be enforced in aircraft 
factories, requiring all civilian or- 
ders to be laid aside. This view was 
presented to the President, who 
queried the Defense Commission. 
The commission experts objected 
strenuously, arguing that laying 
aside civilian orders would merely 
create empty factory space, since 
the specialized machines to produce 
additional combat planes were not 
available, 

The dispute brought the long 
argument over enforcing priorities 
to a head. Plans for the presenf 
priorities board were prepared in 
the Defense Commission and pre- 
sented to the President at a White 
House meeting. After Secretaries

In the second, his 
inclination has always been to or- 
ganize defense “through the regular 
Government channels,” as he told 
the Cabinet when war first broke 
out. And in the third, decision on 
any course is difficult, since so 
many people want him to do so 
many different things. 

Support for a strong, centralized 
defense agency—a real ministry of 
defense production, with plenary 
powers and final responsibility—is 
to be found only with the Defense 
Commission itself, where it is nat- 
urally advocated. Elsewhere in the 
Government there is a tremendous 
range of opinion. Many officials 
Have schemes for minor improve- 
ments in the existing situation. 
Others, like Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Henry Morgenthau Jr. and 
Secretary of the Interior Harold L. 
Ickes, would like to see the Defense 
Commission virtually liquidated 
and the bulk of its powers returned 
to the War and Navy Departments. 
Meanwhile, unless the presidential 
mind suddenly changes, nothing 
really important is likely to be done 
without serious public pressure.

One-half saanpees nutmeg.

Soak ham in cold water over- 


night with skin on. Place in bak- 
ing pan, still without removing skin, 
in moderate 350-degree oven.

Glazed Yellow Turnips. 


Pare one quart yellow turnips, 
wash and scoop out small balls with 
a vegetable scoop. Cook in boiling 
salted water until almost tender. 
Drain and place in skillet with two 
tablespoons butter and one-half cup 
turnip water. Brown carefully and 
season with salt, pepper and a little 
sugar. Add one-fourth teaspoon 
meat extract and let simmer until 
juice is reduced to a glaze. Sprinkle 
with chopped parsley and serve.

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Text of Mussolini’s Speech 


The identity of views is a result 
of this revolutionary premise. It 
springs from a meeting of two revo- 
lutions which, in both the interna- 
tional and social fields, are scarce- 
ly at the beginning of their march. 
Everything concerning develop- 
ments of the three-Power pact, in 
the west or in the Danubian Basin 
is the result of common agreement, 
as well as everything regarding the 
future position of France, It now 
is clear the Axis does not desire a 
peace of reprisal or rancor, but it 
is equally understood that certain 
claims must be satisfied. , 

These more than legitimate 
claims could have been the sub- 
ject of discussion before the war if 
they had not been countered by 
ridiculous and tragic “nevers”; 
when there was some sign of aban- 
doning them it was already too late. 
Italy had chosen its path by May, 
1939. 

The die was cast. But exactly 
because of their legitimate char- 
acter our claims will have to be 
granted without compromise or a 
temporary settlement from which 
from now on we reject categorical- 


tion will it be possible for the new 
orbit of the new Europe to be cre- 
ated by the Axis to begin a new 
chapter in history in the hitherto 
so disturbed relations between Italy 
and France. 


‘An Axis Peace.’ 


It ig superfluous to state the 
peace by armistice will be a joint 
peace, that is, it will be an Axis 
peace. 

To consecrate the fraternity of 
Italian-German arms, I requested 
the Fuehrer, who consented, that 
we be permitted to participate di- 
rectly in the battle against Great 
Britain with planes and subma- 
rines. 

I add at once, Germany had no 
need of our aid. «The worth of its 
fighters on land, sea and in the 
sky, its industrial power, its organ- 
izing, technical capacity, the out- 
put of its labor all are well known. 

Figures on German airplane and 
submarine production truly are re- 
markable and continually are in- 
creasing. Notwithstanding this, I 


having accepted my offer. Nothing 


———= leo much as bloodshed together or 


sacrifices endured in a common 
cause makes relations between peo- 
ples solid and durable when they 
are animated by absolute loyalty 
and identity of interest and ideals. 
I am certain our aviation and sub- 
marine crews will honor our flags. 


Greek Hate for Italy. 

After long patience we stripped 
the mask from the country “guar- 
anteed” by Britain, from a deceit- 
ful enemy—Greece. It was a score 
which was waiting to be settled. 
One thing should be said and will 
perhaps not fail to surprise some 
Italian classicists who are not up 
to date: the Greeks hate Italy as 
no other people. It is a hatred 
which at first glance appears inex- 
plicable but in general is deep seat- 
ed and incurable in al] branches, 
in cities and in villages, high and 
low everywhere, 

The reason is a mystery. Is it 
perhaps because Santorre and 
Santarosa went from their native 
Piedmont to die ingenuously and 
heroically for Greece at Sfacteria? 
Perhaps because the Forlivese 
Garibaloian, Antonio Fratti, re- 
peated the same sublime gesture 
of ingenuousness 70 years afterward 
when he fell at Domokos? 

These are questions, but the fact 
exists. Upon this hatred which 
might be called grotesque, Greece 
has founded its policy in recent 


years, a policy of absolute complic- 


ity with Britain, 

It could not have been otherwise 
since the King is English, the po- 
litical class is English and the 
Bourse, in both a figurative and 
literal sense, is English. 

This complicity, manifested in 
many ways and which in time will 
be irrefutably documented, was a 
continuous act of hostility toward 
Italy. 

Papers ‘Found’ by Nazis. 

From papers found by the Ger- 
man general staff in France at 
Vitry and Lacharite, it is shown 
that since May Greece had offered 
the French and English all her air 
and naval bases. It was necessary 
to bring an end to this situation. 
It was that which was done Oct. 28 
when our troops crossed the Greek- 
Albanian border. The rough moun- 
tains of the Epirus, their muddy 
valleys do not lend themselves to 
“lightning” war as those incor- 
rigibles would make out who prac- 
tice stop-at-home strategies with 
pins on maps. No act, no word of 
mine or the Government nor any 
other responsible factor let it be 
foreseen, 

I do not believe it worth the 
trouble to deny all the news given 
by Greek propaganda and its Eng- 
lish loudspeakers. That Julia Al- 
pine division which was supposed 


am grateful to the Fuehrer for 


to have suffered enormous losses, 


fled and been pulverized by the 
Greeks was seen by Gen. Soddu, 
who after his visit telegraphed on 
Nov. 12: “I went this morning to

English aid cannot prevent ac- 
complishment of* this most firm 
proposal of ours, nor save the 
Hellenes from the catastrophe 
which they wanted and have shown 
they merit. 

To think or suspect something 
otherwise means not to know me. 
Once a beginning is made, I do not 
soften. I have already shown it 
and, whatever has happened, is 
happening or may happen, I will 
show it again. 


Three hundred and seventy-two 
fallen comrades, 1081 wounded and 
650 missing in the first 10 days of 
fighting on the Epirus front will 
be avenged. 


Comrades: In this historic, really 
solemn hour which lines up conti- 
nents in conflicts and understand- 
ings, the party—the defender, the 
continuer of the revolution—must 
be intensified in all forms of its 
activity. At the outbreak of war 
a certain slowing of party activity 
was connected with the objective 
back of the departure (mobilization) 
of all members of the hierachy.

U. S. DENIAL OF ANY 
PRESSURE ON SIAM 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP).— 
Sumner Welles, acting Secretary 
of State, said today there was not 
a shred of truth in reports promi- 
nently published in Japan that the 
United States and Great Britain 
had been pressing Thailand (Siam) 
for conclusion of a triple assistance 
pact. 

The reports seemed to contain 
implications, Welles said, that they 
might have been deliberately con- 
cocted., 

He did not elaborate on this re- 
mark, but it was interpreted in in- 
formed quarters to mean that he 
thought the reports might have 
been inspired to ascertain’ the 
United States’ position with regard 
to Siam. 

Welles also said there was no 
official information from the To- 
kyo Embassy on reports in the Far 
East that Japan was preparing to 
offer liberal terms to China in an 
effort to end the war. There was, 
he added, no official information 
which would seem to offer any 
basis for such a report.

Lower 
the arms, release the hands to the sides, relax and repeat. 
There should be a strong pull in the chest and arms, with a 
squeezing of the back muscles.

EXERCISE TWO: Stand erect. Raise bent arms to shoul- 
der level. Touch the fingers of one hand with the fingers of 
the other. Now slowly and steadily press the fingers together 
and then relax them. The pressure of one hand against the 
other should begin at the shoulder rather than in the fingers 
and the arms should be kept high ag shoulder level! If done 
correctly, you will feel a contraction of the pectoral muscles 
(those at the outer side of each bust, under the arm). When 
this is done regularly it is most helpful in filling out neck hol- 
lows and in developing a pretty, firm bustline.

“Cute” is the glib adult word for 
such outfits.

feels just as “inferior” as Mother 
does when she arrives for a party 
in full evening feathers and finds 
every other soul wearing street 
clothes. 

Primer lessons in child clothing 
psychology include such pointers as 
these, culled here and there from 
Miss McLintock’s and Miss Sand- 
strom’s wise advice: 

You may be delighted by odd 
color effects in fashion, but for 
child garments—hesitate! 

Violent colors are generally too 
harsh for a child’s own delicate 
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coloring and fine-textured skin. 
Weak, neutral colors do not fit a 
healthy child. Sophisticated, queer 
colors are wrong, too. Just as right 
as the Littlest Bear’s chair anda 
porridge are cheerfully bright and 
clear—but not too intense—colors 
that bring out child personality. 

Bad consequences are apt to re- 
sult, if a child is dictator in select- 
ing his or her wardrobe. But—an 
adult can promote contentment by 
selecting two or three suitable gar- 
ments in a shop and then giving 
the child final choice before buy- 
ing.

The Jittery

R. JOSEPH F. MONTAGUE 
[n= coined a new term, “Broad- 

way stomach.” He considers 
that to be the condition of the 
stomachs of the people who live on 
Broadway. Broadway, he hastens 
to add, is really a state of mind 
rather than a definite place. It 
means people who live fast and 
tough in the modern age. I should 
think that there would be a lot of 
“Broadway kidneys” and “Broad- 
way livers,” too, 

The Broadway stomach, as I un- 
derstand it, is one which is sub- 
jected to “commuter’s commotion,” 
following the morning gulp known 
as breakfast; where the hurry, 
hurry of high pressure salesman- 
ship is the prelude to lunch; where 
the blare of jazz is the accompani- 
ment of dinner. 

Broadway stomach is a stomach 
with the jitters—jitters brought 
about by the high tension of life 
as it is lived in the year 1940. 

There is undoubtedly a good deal 
to this, although I personally feel 
that the stomach is a pretty tough 
old party and will do a good deal 
more for us than we give it credit 
for. I have been hearing some 
talks lately about how terrible it 
is to cram two or three kinds of 
food into the stomach and I am 
not sure that I don’t think this 
comes under the heading of “scare 
the tar out of ’em” form of propa- 
ganda, of which we have had too 
much in the past. I do agree, how- 
ever, that worry, haste and fret- 
fulness should: be dismissed from 
the dining-room and I can sub- 
scribe to some of Dr, Montague’s 
maxims, particularly the following: 

“Throughout the day, eat small, 
light meals, Have your largest 
meal at the end of the day when 
free of business worries. 

“Don’t eat when you are very 
tired. Take a short rest right be- 
fore dinner. 

“Try to take some nourishment 
in the middle of the forenoon and 
some in the middle of the after- 
noon. In the forenoon, a glass of 
milk is suggested; in the afternoon, 
a cup of tea. 

“Avoid eating soft foods that re- 
quire no chewing. If you do take 
them, eat some toast at the same 
time so that you will have to do 
some chewing. 

“Occasionally skip a meal, or, if 
possible, fast an entire day. 

“Make your meals a pleasant oc- 
casion. Park your troubles at the 
office, - 

“Don’t fall for diet fads. They 
are often unscientific and may not 
be suited to your particular 
needs.”

‘WITH “ONE FOOT IN HEAVEN” 


Biography of a Country Parson Whose Narrow Views Mellowed Greatly With Passing of the Years.

ROTHER WILLIAM SPENCE 

was a practical parson. He 

made sure that he had one foot 
in heaven, but at the same time he 
made sure that the other was firm- 
ly planted on earth where it would 
do him the most good. If his pedal 
duality involved conflicts, he had 
his own way of resolving them in 
a perfectly practical way. 

As in the matter of his middle 
name. He didn’t have any. It was 
something that his parents had 
overlooked. 

When he was small, Willie was 
all the name he needed. But when, 
grown up, he became “The Rev.,” 
and felt the need of a middle 
initial for the added dignity that 
it would give. So, with one foot 
on the Iowa earth, he gave him- 
self an H, but not to jeopardize 
his other foot standing in heaven, 
he never put a dot behind it. Writ- 
ten that way, he told himself and 
the Lord, it didn’t really mean 
anything and involved no decep- 
tion on his part. 

From which it is quite plain that 
Brother Spence was not above split- 
ting a hair now and then, and did 
it very neatly. 

The Rev. William H (no dot) 
Spence has come to join the fathers 
whose lives have in the recent past 
been put into books by admiring 
sons and a daughter or two—Clar- 
ence Day, who started it with “Life 
With Father’; Bellamy Parkridge, 
who gave us “Country Lawyer”; 
Joshua K. Bolles, whose “Father 
Was an Editor’; Rebecca Yancey 
Williams, daughter of the vanish- 
ing Virginian in “The Vanishing 
Virginia,” and perhaps a few others 
that do not come to mind at the 
moment. 

Brother Spence is presented by 
Hartzell Spence, dutiful and ador- 
ing son who, nevertheless, lays 
bare the Methodist preacher's life 
and the system which constrains 
him to keep one foot in heaven and 
the other on earth. Like this: 

“To be worth his salt, a preacher 
must be sincerely pious, narrow to 
the point of bigotry in his private 
life, a master politician with.both 

his parish and the higher church or- 
ganization, and a financial juggler 
just one step up the heavenly lad- 
der from Wall street. Above all, he 
must have a quick wit, the courage 
of a first century martyr, and a 
stomach that will not complain of 
meager rations. 
these qualities and a wife who will 
neither offend anyone nor out- 
shine her husband, he is eligible 
for a country parish. 

“To climb to a city pulpit he must 
have still other qualifications: an 
unimpeachable respect for his own 
ability, the oratorical fire of Savo- 
narola, the organizational ability of 
a minority politician, a socety doc- 
tor’s bedside manner, and, if possi- 
ble, a couple of sons studying for 
the ministry. If, in addition, he is 
adept at flattery, he may eventual- 
ly become a bishop.” 

Brother Spence was all of this 
and, in addition, he was able to 
withstand the wiles of the women 
of his congregations by keeping one 
foot in heaven and making the 
other behave on earth. Hartzell 
Spence calls his book “One Foot in 
Heaven” (Whittlesey House, New 
York). He might have called it 
“Country Parson,” for his father 
was essentially that, even when he 
was serving the city “charges” to 
which he contrived, in his practical 
way, to have himself assigned. It 
is predominantly the life of a 
country parson that the book de- 
picts. 

Father, as revealed by son Hart- 
zell, succeeded very well in keep- 
ing one foot in heaven and one 
foot on earth. If, and there can’t 
be any doubt about it, the minis- 
ter’s wife kept sure step with fa- 
ther, with her two feet placed like 
his, the children were not so sure 
of their footing. Brought up in the 
tenets of John Wesley and the 
Methodist Discipline, being pre- 
pared for a land that they were not 
sure they would like, they had to 
toe a narrow mark that was nei- 
ther heavenly nor earthly. What 
they needed, each of them, was an- 
other foot, for where they, as Hart- 
zell says, were, it was hell. 

They escaped this environment a 
little at a time as father discovered 
by degrees that the Discipline

‘When they grew tired of these 
diversions there was a family sing, 
Father leading off with a fierce 
serenity but with a glint in his eyes 
that said to his offspring: “You'll 
learn this hymn or I'll tan the liv- 
ing daylights out of you.” And 
Hartzell Spence doesn’t doubt that 
he would have done just that. 

As an author writing about it, 
the man who was a boy then con- 
cedes that these mental and spir- 
itual exercises had their points, but 
at the time he couldn't understand 
why he couldn't be out playing 
marbles on the school grounds 
across the street, always providing 
that he didn’t play for keeps. The 
only explanation he got about it 
was that there was something in 
the Discipline against it. 

The Discipline, it appeared, was 
a book of rules for preachers and 
their families which Sunday school 
superintendents and their families 
and other members of the congre- 
gation were not expected to obey. 
These rules extended to the tunes 
that the parsonage children could 
listen to without jeopardy, with 
Father functioning as _ censor. 
When the parsonage had its first 
phonograph one of the records that
